POLICE:-THEORY DIFFERS 
He Was Battered in Fight 
With Men He Knev, 
They Believe. 








Hiram Lloyd, member of the lower 
House of the State Legislature, presi- 
dent of the Hiram Lloyd Building and 
Construction Co. and former Speaker 
of the House of Delegates, was beaten 
by two men near Wyoming street and 
Wisconsin avenue, three miles from his 
home, 3111 Laclede avenue, at ll p. m. 
Saturday. 

Though his diamond stud, valued at 
$165, fs missing, the police of the Wy- 
oming Street District do not believe 
he was attacked for purposes of rob- 
bery, but think he was injured in.a 
three-cornered fight with men whoni he 
knew. 

This belief arises from a* stateement 
of Otto Kurtz of 1962 Arsenal street, who 
says that when he ran to aid Lloyd 
and bent over him, Lloyd said: ‘‘What 
did you do that for, Al?’’ 

Street Fight, Police Theory. 

Capt. Hanna of the Wyoming Dis- 
trict said Ménday that Kurtz told hfm 
that when he saw Lloyd and two oth- 
er men struggling with each other it 
did not look to him Hke a “hold-up,” 
but more like a fight. 

On the strength of this the Captain 
announced that he is working on the 
theory that there was no purpose to 
waylay and rob Lloyd, and that ‘he 
was one of three men engaged in a 
street brawl. Efforts are being made 
to determine the identity of “Al.” 

When Kurtz's statement was repeateti 
to him, Lloyd said: “‘I have no recollec- 
tion of using the name ‘Al.’ I didn’t 
know the men who beat me. They were 
strangers and they jumped on me from 
an alley.’’ 

The police did not learn the identity 
of the man who was beaten until 9 a. 
m. Sunday, 10 hours after the robbery, 
when they found the saloonkeeper who 
had sent the battered legislator home 
in a carriage.

S. M. McCowan Indicted After 
a Year’s Investigation 
by Government. 


Bottoms Gang Member Who 
Shot Policeman Surprises 
Prosecution. 





GUTHRIE, Ok., Feb. 8.—Samuel 
McCowan of Degraff, Kan., one of the 


best-known Indian authorities in the 
country, W&@sS arrested here today on a 
Federal grand jury indictment charging 
him with embezzlement and misappro- 
priation of Feredal funds while Super- 
intendent of the Indian School at Chil- 
occo, Ok., from 1904 to 1908. 

He was released on bond. 

The indictments, which were returned 
on Friday last, consist of nine counts, 
alleging embezzlement and five for mak- 
ing alleged false vouchers. The charges 
allege that McCowan converted money 
belonging to the Indians to his own 
use and also took grain and livestock 
and that he made false vouchers, there- 
by obtaining money from the United 
States Subtreasury at gt. Louis. 

There is an alleged shortage of $1500 
and the indictments intimate that an 
additional sum was wrongfully secured. 
Agents of the Federal Government have 
been working on the McCowan case for 
almost @ year and the indictments were 
based upon their report. 

Mr. McCowan was superintendent of 
the Government’s Indian exhibit at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. 
Louis, and at the time of his arrest 

was preparing to go to Seattle to take 
oaaline of a similar exhibit during the 
approaching fair. s

The Board of Public Improvements 
awarded the 10 years’ contract for light- 
ing the city streets and allefs te the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
Monday. ' 

According to the estimates of Light- 
ing Supervisor Sanderson the cost to 
the city, under the contract, of maintain- 
ing 1200 arc lights will be $602,400 for the 
10-year period, and the cost of the 1000 
incandescent lights will be $302,285.40. Mr. 
Sandergon did not explain why it wil! 
cost one-half as much to maintain 1000 
incandescent lights as it will 1200 are 
lights, which consume more than five 
times as much electricity as the 32-can- 
dle power incandescent lights.

CROMWELL BEFORE GRAND JURY; 
JEROME NOT IN “SPEED CONTEST” 


District Attorney Will Not Start 
Canal Inquiry Until Gov- 


ernment Quits. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—William Nelson 
Cromwell, who was counsel to the Pan- 
ama Canal Company of France, the 
rights of which were purchased by the 
United States Government, was a wil- 
ness before the Federal grand jury to- 
day in the Government’s proceedings 
against the New York World and others 
in connection with alleged libelous pub- 
lications regarding the Panama Canai 
purchase. Cromwell Was expected to tes- 
tify that neither Douglas Robinson, 
Charles P. Taft nor any other American 
in public life was connected with the 
Panama Canal purchase.

I am not go- 
ing to enter into any speed contest to 
get the indictment in this case, and un- 
til I hear from the Attorney-General 
that I am to have the precedence in this 
prosecution, I shall take no step.”’

Late to Prevent. 

BALWIN, Pa., Feb. 8.—May Estella, 8 
years old, killed herself with a revolver 
on Saturday. The child’s mother died 
some time ago and she has since been 
caring for two younger children. 

Saturday night May saia to her father, 
‘Papa, I am going to shoot,’’ before he 
had time to realize the meaning of the 
words the girl fired a bullet into her 
right temple.

Two men, engulfed in a Niagara of 
molten, white-hot iron, were instantly 
killed at the plant of the St. Louis Blast 
Furnace Co., at the foot of Kansas 
street, Monday. 

The fiery liquid came pouring over 4 
steel precipice 20 feet high. In an in- 
stant both men were enveloped “and 
swept away. 


The stream, almost 


in composition 
of death-dealing volcanoes, closed over 
them, then quickly cooled, leaving the 
bodies encased in a mausoleum of solid 
iron. 

One of the men, taken out of the 
molten mass at noon, was identified as 
John T. McDonald of 212 Bowen street. 
He was 39 years old and married. 

Three companies of city firemen and 
50 laborers worked an hour with sledge- 
hammers and picks before the impris- 
oned forms could be removed from the 
metal casing which had formed around 
them. 

One of the men was Edward Grizet, 
an employe, who lived at Alabama and 
Malt street, and had a wife and two 
children. 

New Employe Killed. 

The other man was not identified 
until two hours later. It was thought 
at first that he was an outsider who 
had stepped into the molding room to 
watch the men at work, but it was 
learned that he was John T. McDonald, 
who had been working at the plant 
only a short time. 

The breaking of the outer masonry 


wall near the base of the furnace 
caused the disaster. 

in the center of the room this fur- 
nace, used for melting a mixture of 
stone, iron ofe and coke in the manu- 
facture of pig iron, rises to a height 
of nearly forty feet. 

In the front, near the bottom, is a 
door from which the molten metal is 
drawn and diverted through runways to 
the pig-iron molds. The stone, iron and 
coke to be melted are put in through 
an opening at the top. 

Surrounding the base of the furnace 
there is a water-jacket, or a circular 
tank which is kept filled with water to 
cool the furnace and prevent the metal 
at the bottom from becoming too hot 

Twenty feet in front of the furnace 
there is a steel structure much like a 
football goal. Between the posts there 





is a heavy steel door swung on wheels. 
When the metal is to be drawn from 


like that which comes from the craters” 





the furnace this door is pushed in front 
of the furnace door to protect the work- 
men fn front of it from the white-hot 
sputtering metal. 

How Workman Was Caught. 

One of the steel armor sheets of this 
traveling door had become loose and 
Grizet was fixing it when the accident 
occurred. 

He was on a ladder 20 feet above the 
ground and the same distance in front 
of the furnace. 

He never knew how it came about, 
but investigation afterward showed that 
a small section of the brick, clay and 
cement outer casing of the: furnace gave 
way. 

The molten metal poured into the wa- 
ter jacket. 

The sudden heating of the water con- 
verted it into steam and there was an 
explosion. 

The steel of the water-jacket wall 
held firm, and the tremendously pow- 
ful vapor had to find another outlet. It 
blew back into the furnace, forcing 
the hot metal upward and sending it 
in a volcano-like stream through the 
opening at the top of the furnace. 


John Heaghney of 113 Iron street, who 
was ee Grizet, was at the sum- 
mit of the ladder above the steel door 
and was thrown to the floor by the 
explosion. He escaped the flow of hot 
metal. but his back and shoulders were 
wrenched.

DEFENSE MUST CHANGE 





Planter Forced to Plea of In- 
sanity After Daughter’s Dra- 
matic Disavowal. | 





COLUMBUS, Miss., Feb. 8.—Can Miss 
Estelle Smith uphold her name and save 
her aged father from the gallows? The 
pet in a miillionaire’s household is at- 
tempting this herculean task. 

The defense of Charies R. Smith must 
now rest solely on the insanity plea, for 
the daughter has repudiated her own 
father’s sworn testimony that Eugene 
A. Laurent, for whose murder Smith is 
being tried, brought disgrace upon them. 

Miss Estelle swore on the stand that 
this was untrue. She admitted having an 
operation performed in August, 1908, but, 
with her hand on a Bible and looking 
Squarely into the faces ef the jurors, de- 
clared that this operation was not such 
# one as her-father had believed it to be, 

Although 26 summers have passed over 
the sunny locks of this frail and pa- 
thetic maid she never had a lover until] 
Laurent arrived on the scene. For 
Laurent did love her and made every 
honorable effort to meet her, according 
ta the testimony of the young woman. 

“I spent 14 years in Catholic convents,”’ 
the witness related. ‘‘Four years of my 
early life were wrapped up in school at 
Jackson, Miss.; six years in the Acad- 
emy of the Visitation at Mobile, one 
year at Mt. St. Vincent on the Hudson 
River, and three years with the Mendi- 
cant Sisters at Paris. Father was so 
biased that I was never allowed to re- 
ceive the attentions of young men at 
any of these places. 

“It was not until after the operation 
that father conjured up the horrible 
idea that I had disgraced him. He came 
into my room and began to cry and from 
that time his manner towards me was 
entirely ¢changed.”’ 

After she had left the hospital her 
father asked her if she had been indis- 
creet in her relations with either Lau- 
rent or Charles Estes, a young travel- 
ing salesman who often came South with 
Laurant from their headquarters at St. 
Louis. Her father openly aceused her. 
She tried to reason with him but the 
old planter was obdurate. 

Rebukes Her Father, 

The woman then said: “Papa, if you 
will accuse me of things like that you 
will accuse me of theft; you will accuse 
me of murder.”’ 

Torn between sorrow and anger Miss 
Smith confided to her friend, Mrs. Mary 
Sharp, the horrible accusations her fa- 
ther had brought against her.

of theepress in this country to say that every 
editor in every city and State is liable to be 
taken to any part of the earth where his papers 
may happen to go, and tried over and over 
again, hundreds of times perhaps, for a single 
article. 

In his opinion deciding the case in favor of 
Mr. Root’s contentions, Judge Addison Brown 
quoted Judge Cooley’s remarks in “Constitutional 
Limitations”: ; 

It would be a singular result of 2 revolution 
where one of the grievances complained of was 
the right to send parties abroad for trial if it 
should be found that an editor may be seized 
anywhere in the Union and transported by a 
Federal officer in every territory into which his 
paper may find its way, to be tried in succession 
for offenses which consisted in a single act not 
actually committed in any of them, 

The New York World, speaking of the state- 


ment of United States District Attorney Stim- 
son of New York that any newspaper can be 
prosecuted for libel “in anumber of distinct and 
independent jurisdictions’ and that “in each 
of these jurisdictions, under well-known princi- 
ples of law, each of these publications would 
constitute a separate offense,” remarks: 

According to this view of the law, if a copy 
of one newspaper were sent through the United 
States mails to anybody in the Philippines, 
Hawaii, Porto Rico, Cuba, Guam and anywhere 
else where the postoffice is a Mgderal building, 
or where a military naval reservation exists, for 
that one act an indictment for criminal libel 
could be found in every one of these jurisdic- 
tions. 

Commenting on this phase of the Govern- 
ment’s case against The World the Milwaukee 
News says: “There are thousands of newspa- 
pers throughout the country” which, “even 
aware of their legal rights, are. yet fearful of 
litigation” for lack of resources. “Such a 
threat,” the News adds, “as uttered by Mr. 
Roosevelt is calculated to silence them as ef- 
fectually as if the Executive had the power to 
muzzle or suppress them by executive order.” 

Practically every newspaper, every attorney 
who has argued similar cases, every judge who 
has adjudicated them has protested against the 
injustice of a trial outside of the locality where 
the newspaper is printed, where the editor re- 
gides or where the original offense is committed. 
The removal of causes to other localities is de- 
nounced as fundamentally unjust and as involv- 
‘ing such hardships upon the plaintiffs as to con- 
tribute a serious menace to the freedom of the 
press. 

Yet this injustice, this hardship denounced by 
Judges Cooley and Brown and by Mr. Root and 
other constitutional and legal authorities of high 
repute is sanctioned by the laws of Missouri and 
other states in laws providing that libel suits 
may be prosecuted in any county of the State 
where the accused newspaper circulates. That 
the hardship is less than in the federal case is 
due solely to the fact that the extent of the 
State’s jurisdiction is smaller than that of the 
United States. ‘The principle of justice is the 
same in both cases.

Music in the Public Schools. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Probably no one will dispute the importance of hav- 
ing music taught in the public schools. No other 
study taught in the public schools (except reading) 
is used in our home more frequently than singing. 
All classes of people seem to realize its importance. 
Our Board of Education has employed special teach- 
ers at great expense to teach fn all our public schools 
and I doubt, however, if any one in authority has 
ever attempted to ascertain just how much prog- 
ress has been made in vocal music by the pupils 
tn the schools. As I have had considerable expert- 
énece in vocal teaching, I decided to investigate for 
my own satisfaction. The result was a surprise to 
me, and’ probably will be a surprise te an, with 
the exception of the teachers themselves. 1 made 
an individual test of 4 pupils, who had been taught 
music in the public schools from four to eight years 
(average six years teaching), and only founda one 
who could sing music of grade qne at sight, this be- 
ing two and one-half per cent for six years’ teach- 
ing. If any other study would not make a better 
showing I think investigation woulq soon follow. 
I told one of the teachers that I had founa only one 
in forty who could sing music of grade one at sight; 
he remarked “he thought that about correct when 
he began to teach music in the schools.” We grade 
our music according to the degree of aifficulty. 
grade one the most simple, grade two a little, more 
difficult, etc. To be able to sing music of grade one 
at sight, one should only require, if properly taught. 
about as much time and study as would be required 
of the average pupil to be able to read in the First 
School Reader of the Grammar Schools. The rudi- 
ments of music are very simple and easily learned by 
the average person. The scale, the basis of ourgnus!- 
cal science, consists of only seven tones or sounds, 
with five intermediate tones. To sing music of 
grade one at sight It is only necessary to fix these 
tones in the mind so familiarly that the stnger can 
take a plece of music of-this gfade, one that he has 
never seen before, and sing the words written di- 
rectly under the music as indicated by the notes
